In all 
possible cases the pitch ehall be ohe- 
fourthof an inch (i) to the foot, mak- 
ing the grade in tho direction of the 
outflow. All hoUBe drains shall be of 
extra heavy cast-iron soil pipe and ex- 
lend to a point of four feet (4) out of 
basement wall, provided, however, that 
any portion of house drain which is laid' 
under besement floor may beef vitrini;d 
tile pipe instead of cast-iron. ; < '' 

Section 2 — All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are here- 
by repealed. . 

Section 3 This ordinance shall be 
published in accordance with law and 
shall be in full force and.efi"ect ten days 
after its paasage, approval and publi- 
cation.

Mrs, 
Hearst v^as the widow of former Sen- 
ator Georj^e Hearst of California. She. 
was Roventy-six'lfears old. 



Paris, April 34.— The followlnp; of- 
ficial summaryof the covenant of the 
leaf,'ue of nations was Issued oa Satur- 
day : 

"1. The league of nations Is found- 
ed in order to promote tnteiTintlonal co- 
operation and to secure peace. The 
league will Include: (A) Thebelllger- 
ent states named In a docunVent an- 
nexed to the covenant; (B) all the 
neutral states so named, and (0) in 
the future, any" self-governing. country 
whose admission Is approved by two- 
thirds of tlie states already members 
of, the league. 

"A state may withdraw/ from the 
league, providing It has kept Its ob- 
ligations to date, on giving two years' 
notice. 

**2. The league will act through 
nn assembly comprising not more thiui 
three representatives of each of the 
member states, each state having only 
one vote, and a council comprising, 
for the present, one.repre.sontntlve of 
each of the five great powers and each 
of four other powers as selected from 
time to time l)y the assorabiy. 

"The nuud)er of powers of each 
class represented on the council nmy 
be Increased by tlio unanimous con- 
sent of the council and a majority of 
the assembly. Other powers have the 
right to sit as members of the coua- 
cll during the decision of matters In 
which they are especially interested. 
, "In the coimcll, as In the nssemhiy, 
each stale will have only oae vote. 
Both these bfMlles are^to meet at stated 
intervals ((he council ~at lea.st once a 
year), and at other times If required; 
both can deal with any matter that 
Is of International Interest or threat- 
ens the pence of the world; the de- 
cision of both must be unanimous, ex- 
cept In certain specified cases, mat- 
ters of procedure, for instance, being 
decided by a majority vote. 

"The league will have a permanent 
Recretariat, uader a secretary general. 
The secretariat and all other bodies 
under the league may Include women, 
cQunlly with men. A permanent court. 
of International justice and various 
l»ermanent commissions and bureaus 
are also to he. established. 

"3. The member states agree: 
"(A) To reduce their armaments, 
plans for sncli reduction being suggest- 
ed by the council, hut only adopted 
with the consent of the' states them- 
selves, and thereafter iiot to Increase 
them without tho concurrence of the 
council. 

"(B) To exchange full Information 
of their existing armies and their naval 
and military programs. 

"(0) To respect each other's terri- 
tory and personal Independence, and to 
guarantee tliem against foreign aggres- 
sion. 

"(D) To submit nil International 
disputes either to arbitration or to 
Inquiry by the councV, wlilcli latter, 
however, niny not pronounce an opin- 
ion on any dl-spute wliose subject 
matter falls solely within a stale's do- 
mestic jurisdiction; In no case to go 
to war till three mouths after nn 
awUrd, or a tmanlmous recommenda- 
tion has been m>ide, and even then 
not to go to war with a state which 
accepts the award or recommenda- 
tion. 

"(B) To regard a slate which has 
broken the covenant as having com- 
mitted an act of war against the 



league, to break off all economic and 
other relations with It, and to allow 
free passage through their territories 
to the troops of those slates which 
are contributing armed force on behalf 
of tho league. The council is to rec- 
ommend what amount of furce.'lf any, 
should be applied by the several gov-- 
enuiients concerned, hut the approval 
of the latter is necessary. [States not 
members of the league will be invited 
to accept the obligations of the league 
for the purpose of particular disputes, 
and, if they fall to comply, may be 
forced.] 

"(F) Xot to consider any treaty 
binding till It has hecn.coauuunleated 
to the- league, which will then proceed 
to publish It; to admit the right of 
the assembly to advise the recon.slder- 
atlon of tri?atles and International con- 
tlltlons whlcJi do not accord with pres- 
ent needs, ami to be hound l»y ho oh- 
ligations Inconsistent with the cove- 
nant. 

"A state which breaks its agreement 
may bo expelled from thc~lengue by 
the council. 

"4. The covenant does not affect the 
validity of international eagagements, 
such as treaties of arbitration or rc^ 
glonal understandings like the Moa* 
toe Doctrine, for securing the mainte- 
nance of -peace. 

'Tf. The former Gormnn colonies atiVi 
the territories of the Ottoman empire 
are to he ndmlnistered In^ttie-hrt^tccata, 
of civilization l)y sfirftes which arc 
willing to be mandalorles of the 
league, which will exercise a genenil 
supervision. 

"0. The member .slates accept cer- 
tatii resi)on.slhllltle.s with regard to 
lal)or conditions, the treatment of na- 
tives, the white slave tralllc, the opi- 
um trafilc, the arms Iralllc with uaclvl- 
llzed and seailcivllized countries, 
transit and triule conditions, public- 
health and Bed Cross societies. 

"7. Tho leagtie Is recognized as the 
central body interested In co-ordinat- 
ing iind assisting. Inlernatloaal activi- 
ties generally. 

"S. Amendments to the coveannt re- 
quire the ai)proval of all the states on 
the coancll and a simple uiajiu-ity of. 
those lit the assembly. Stales which 
signify their dissent from aniend- 
ments thus approved are not bound 
by them, but, in this case, cease to be 
mendiers of the league."

uC pngan origin antedntlnB recorded 
history. For example, the fashion pn- 
nido which marks the day In Inrge 
cities undoubtedly laid Its beginning In 
the superstition that had luck for tho 
coming year was the lot of the person 
falling to put on some single new 
Item of dress. It was mnny years he- 
fore the Chrlstinn world gave a Chris- 
tinn significance to pngnn rites of 
celebration thnt It could not root out. 

Enster probably derives Its Teutonic 
nnine from tho festival of the goddess 
Ostura, In Anglo-Saxon Eiistre, which 
the Saxons of old were wont to cele- 
brate about tho some season. The 
Anglo-Saxon nnme of April was Estor- 
monath. and It I.^MlII known In Qgt- 
icany ns Oatermonat. With her usuni 
ptlicy the cliurch endeavored to give 
tt Christian significance to such of the 
riles as could not bo rooted out, and 
In this case the conversion was par- 
tcularly.Pnsy. Joy nt-4ho rising of 
the natural sun nnd nt the awakening 
or nature from the death of'wintcr bo- 
cenic Joy at the rising of the sun of 
Hghteousness. at the resurrection of 
Christ from the grnvo. 

The proper time for the celebration 
of I'.asterhns occnslonodno little con- 
tioversy. In the second century a dls- 
pute arose on this point between the 
eastern and western cliurches. The 
great moss of eastern Chrlstlang eel- 
bratcd^Enster- on the fourteenth day 
of tho first Jewish month, consider- 
ing It to be equivalent, to the Jewish 
Passover. The western churches ccle- 
brnted It on the Sunday after the four- 
teenth day, holding that It was tho 
ccmmemoratlon of the resurrection of 
.TosuH. Thecouncll of Nlco (325 A, D) 
t'ccldcd It In favor of tho western 
usage. This, however, only settled the 
point that Easter ought to be held, not 
upon ft certain day of the month or 
moon, but on a Sunday. It was debat- 
ed, nt the time of the Introduction 
"^ ^^'^'^Se^^rliin calendar. whether 

licr a nxed Suadny, nftrr the 
of .Alnrch, should not be adopted. 
Thfc rule now Is -that Easter day Is 
always the first Sunday after the full 
moon which happens upon or next 
after March 21; If the full moon hap- 
pons upon a .Sunday, Easter day Is 
tho Sunday after. 

The rpRuIt of this origin, adapta- 
tion and regulation of Kastcr Is thnt 
pretty much nil the world may cele- 
brate the day, and from a wide vari- 
ety of motives.

Jerusalem Redeemed at Last 
In one other respect at least Easter 
of 1910 will bo unlike any other In mod- 
ern times — It will be celebrated In a 
Jerusalem permanently freed from 
Turkish misrule after centuries of Mos- 
lem occupation. Enster In y^\B saw 
Jerusalem In possession of the nrltish, 
General Allenby having mnde'formnl 
onlry In Deconihor of 1D17, but flght- 
Inp was In progress In nil tho region 
round about as well as In Europe, and 
the fate of the clt^ still hung In tho 
balance. . " 

In A sense the Holy City Is tho re- 
ligious capital of tho world. It la 
n holy city for Christian, Jew and Mos- 
lem. All three there observo tho 
spring festival In different ways with 
difTerent ritual, but all with elabornto 
religious ceremonial. In Enster week 
under normal conditions business prac- 
tically ceases and religious ceremonial 
becomes the dominant Interest. To 
the Moslem Jerusalem Is sacred be- 
cpuse of the tomb of Moses. To tho 
Jl-w Jerusalem is tho sent of Ids na- 
tlnn's ancient glory, with n history 
covering more than 4,000 yenrs. To 
the Christian Jerusalem Is the.scene of 
the world's greatest trngody— the pas- 
sion crucifixion and resurrection ot 
Jesus Christ of Nnzareth. Thus Jeru- 
.«fllem has been the meeting place of 
devout pilgrims from the ntmost cpr- 
ncrs of the world who at Easter time 
linveflllod Its streets to overflowing. 

From the year 885 the ChrlstUina of 
.Terusalem have observed the events of 
Clirlst's passion, death nnd resurrec- 
tion In complete nnd dramatic fash- 
ion, coaunemoratlng each ns far aa 
possible oa tho spot of Its occufronce.

*'ln view of the fact that the ques- 
tions which "must be, settled In the 
peace with Gernmny have ■ been 
brought HO near to compl^^-f^ solution 
that they can now quickly be put 
through the tliml process of drafting, 
those who have been most constantly 
In conference about tbeili have decided 
to advise that the German pleni- 
potentiaries be invited to meet the 
represenlallvea of the nsf^oclated bel- 
ligerent nntlons at Versailles on 
April 25. 

"This does not mean that the many 
nlhvr (pieslIouH conaected with the 
general peace settlement will be in- 
terrupted or that their consideration 
which 1ms long been underway, will 
be retarded.. 

"On the contrary It Is expected that 
raphl progress will now ho made with 
those qucKtlons. so that they may »l«" 
presently be expected lo be ready for 
final settlement. 

"It Is hoped that the questions most 
directly alTeetlng Italy, especially the 
Adriatic questions, can now be brought 
to a speedy n^^reement. 

"The Adriatic (piestlon will bo 
given for the time precedence over 
other questions and pressed by con- 
tlmial study to Its llnal stage. 

"The settlements that belong espe- 
cially to the treaty with' Germany will 
In this way he got out of the way at 
Uic saiue time that all other settle- 
ments are being brought lo a_ com- 
plete formation. 

"It Is realized that- though the 
process must bo followed, all the ques- 
tions of tho present great settlement 
are parts of a single whole."
